TODAY S HOUSEHOLD AFFAIRS.

Use* for Cold Coffee.
Coffee left over from breakfast or

dinner, if saved each day and kept In
a bottle, can be used in various ways.
. Coffee Jelly is time-honored as a

means of utilizing: cold coffee, but there
are many other and less common reci¬
pes that it would pay the thrifty
housekeeper to list. Here, for exam¬

ple, is one for a coffee cordial that is
a novel and Inexpensive liqueur to serve
after dinner: Seven lumps of sugar,
half a large cup of coffee, half a cup of
Santa Cruz rum. Heat the coffee, mix
the rum and sugar with it and let it
stand until oold.
A delicious, If unoommon, dessert is

coffe couffle. One and a half cups of
coffee, half a cup of milk, one table¬
spoon of gelatin, two-thirds of a cup
of sugar, three eggs, one-eighth of a

teaspoon of salt. Soak the gelatin one

hour in cold water, mix with it the
coffee, milk and half of the sugar. Heat
in a double boiler. Beat the yolks of
the eggs slightly, add the salt and the
remainder of the sugar to these and
pour slowly into the coffee mixture.

Seams and Hems.
While it is not customary for girls

In this country to fill a dower chest, as

In certain European countries, the

parents of the bride here always pro¬
vide the outfit of household linens. A

mother who has been accustomed to

do her own plain needlework Mill like,
no doubt, to include some of her han¬
diwork In the lift of articles furnisWed.
For instance, tablecloths must be

hemmed. The seams will look much

better if set in by hand; while a top

sewing stitch, used instead of the or¬

dinary hemming, will be much stronger
and never rip. To make the top sewing
the hem is set in the usual way, and
then is turned back and down, making
a firm seam. After the sewing is done,
the cloth is laid flat and the seam

pressed flat with the finger covered
with a thimble.
Most women know that a thread

must be drawn through a tablecloth
as a cutting guide; but many do not
know that when buying tablecloths by
the yard the goods should be cut sin¬

gle, not double, as salesmen usually
cur it.

If opened, the cloth ran be cut
straighter, and there will be less
waste at the ends when it is being cut

for hemming.
Napkins and sheets can be hemmed

on the machine, if these be bought by
the yard.

If pillowcase tubing is purchased in¬
stead of the slips, ready to use, it
should be cut in generous lengths for
the pillows and finished with deep
hems.say three Inches wide. Tubing
lasts longer than the pillowslip closed
at one end, because the wear is more

equally divided-
If a strip of tape be sewn down the

hem at each corner of a sheet, and
taken along the hem for three Inches
or so. It will prevent the hem tearing
out when the sheet hangs vpon the
line in a strong wind.
Towel hemstitching wears better

than does fringe; but some of the bet¬
ter towels could be made at home and
buttonholed at the ends in shallow
scallops.
Sheets are marked In the middle of

the upper edge about four inches from
the hem. Pillow slips and bedroom
towels are lettered at about the same

place.
Table and sideboard cloths are

marked so that the letters can be seen
at one corner resting upon the table
and about three inches from the edge.
Kitchen towels display a single let¬

ter at one corner.
All house linen is marked with the

initials of the bride's maiden name. A
modest outfit will Include four every¬
day tablecloths and two for best, two
to three dozen napkins, three pairs of
sheets and six pillowslips for each bed,
one pair of winter and one pair of
summer blankets for each bed, and two
spreads.
Two dozen bedroom towels and one

dozen bath towels will not be too
many.
One dozen kitchen towels* six glass

cloths and seTeral dusters and dish
cloths will constitute a fair kitchen
supply.
The fancy miens, such as doiltes,

covers, etc., may be as numerous as
-ths puree wi^permit.

Cook until thickened, then add the
whites of the eggs, stiffly beaten, and
half a teaspoonful of vanilla. Beat
thoroughly and turn into a mold.
Here is a French recipe for a coffee

blanc mange that differs slightly from
the ordinary: Add to a glass of clear,
strong coffee seven ounces of pow¬
dered sugar and one ounce of gelatin
that has been soaked in water. Chop
finely a pound of almonds and pound
into a powder: soak this In three
glasses of water and mix with the
coffee. Pour the mixture into a mold
and cook in the oven for half an hour
Serve cold.
Cold coffee boiled with sugar to form

a coffee sirup is very palatable when
served as a sauce with vanilla, coffee
or chocolate ice cream. It also makes
a delicious flavoring for whipped
cream.
With the aid of a tin cocktail shaker

many soda fountain drinks can be
made at home from left-over coffee. A
glass of milk, one egg. two tablespoons
of cream and four tablespoons of
sweetened coffee, well shaken together,
furnish a delicious and nourishing
drink.
Another beverage that is unusual Is

made with one part of coffee and three
parts of cocoa. This is to be served
hot with luncheon or as a substitute
for afternoon tea.

SPRING MEATS.

The spring appetite demands a cer¬
tain crispness and savoriness of the
food it enjoys, and meats as much as

anything else must be prepared with
this fact in remembrance. Here are

some recipes for meat dishes that give
the desired piquancy to the spring*
menu.

Beefsteak should always be broiled.
especially in warm weather. It is more

digestible and more tempting. The
steak should be at least an inch thick.
Trim it and wipe it clean with cold
water. Hub the broiler with fat and
place the steak so that the thickest
part is in the center of the broiler.
Sear the steak quickly on one side, turn
in half a minute and sear on the other
side. Turn every half minute. Allow
four or five minutes for a steak an inch
thick. Sprinkle the steak with salt and
pepper before turning the last time.
Slip to a hot platter and add a little
melted butter. A delicate onion flavor
is obtained by rubbing the platter with
onion before slipping the steak on it.

Calf's liver can be delicately pre-
pared with cream gravy. Soak the liver
for half an hour and then dry it thor-
oughly, slice it in slices a third of an
inch thick, and drop for a moment in
boiling* water. Then either strip off the
skin or else cut it several times to keep
the slices from curling. Dry and drop
the slices into deep hot fat and brown.
Then put in a saucepan with cream
enough to cover, thicken with a little
butter and flour rolled together, season
well with salt and pepper and serve.

Jellied chicken positively revives the
appetite on a listless spring day. To
make it, simmer a chicken until the

i meat slips from the bones. Reduce the
water in which the chicken boils to
about a pint. In the meantime remove
all skin, fat and gristle from the chick¬
en and cut into small pieces, or else
leave in the big pieces that naturallv
come from the bones. Let the liquid
cool sufficiently so that all fat can be
removed. Then season the liquid well
with salt and paprika, heat, add half an
ounce of gelatin, and pour over the
chicken, in a wet mold. When you
turn the chicken from the mold, gar¬
nish with stuffed olives, parsley and
slices of lemon.

Meat souffle is a good left-over meat
dish for warm weather. To make it,
prepare a cupful of good white sauce,
well seasoned, and to this add a cupful
of chopped meat of any sort. When it
is hot add the yolks of two eggs, cook
for a minute, and cool. Beat the whites
stiff and add to the cool mixture, pour
into a buttered baking dish, and bake
until firm. Serve Immediately.
